PETITIONS. 


‘The following letter, from the Mentor of the 
Petitioners, ought to attract universal atention. 


; From the Quincy Patriot, 
LETTER FROM MR. ADAMS, 


Quincy, September 21, 1838. 
To the Editor of the Quincy Patriot: 

Sir.—As the second Session of the 24th, and 
the first and second Session of the 25th, or pres- 
ent Congress, great numbers of petitions, Memo- 
rials and Remonstrances, addressed to the House 
of Representative of the United States, were com- 
mited to my charge from other districit in the com- 
monwealth, and from other States of the Union, 
besides those directed to me as the Representative 
of the twelfth Congressional District of Massa- 
chusetts. 

With inany of these expressions of the wishes 
of the peopic; £-reesived letters, assigning the rea- 
sons why they were entrusted to» mes~—'Phoso 
were of various characters, but almost universally 
such as are entitled to my warm anb grateful 
remembrance—and maay of them also manifested 
# svlicitude to be informed how the petitions would 
be received, and what disposal of them would be 
made. In no small number of cases I have re- 
ceived subsequent inquires whether the petitions 
had been received and what disposal of them had 
been made. 

The mass of these appeals from the constituent 
tothe representative body have beenof the fol- 
lowing purport: 

1. Praying for the abolition of slavery, and 
the traffic in slaves, within the District of Co. 
Inmbia. 

2. For the abolition of slavery andthe slave 
trade in all the Territories of the United States. 

3. For the prolbition of the slave trade 
between the several States and Territories of the 
Union. 

4. Against the admission into this Union, of 
any new States, the Constitution of which recog- 
nizes or tolerates the institution of domestic 





slavery. 

5, Against the adinission of Texas into this 
Union. 

6. Against the fraudulent treaty uf New 


Echota, and imploring Mercy for the perishing 
remnants of the Indian Tribes. 

7. Remonstrances to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, against the Gag-Resolutions of 18th 
January and 21st December, 1837. 

8. Concerning the fatal duel, and demanding 
some act of Congress for the suppression of the 
practice between its inembers. 

Of these eight classes of petitions large num- 
bers were received and presented to the House 
by me. 

Upon the duel, from three to four weeks of the 
lime of the House were consumed in a struggle 
to turn the whole transaction into a political elec- 
tioneering engine, to blacken all the jindividuals 
concerned in the tragedy on one side, and to 
whitewash those on the other. A bill to suppress 
as far as possible the practice of dueling among the 
members, actually passed the Senate and was 
referred to the duel Committee in the House. They 
did noi report it back to the House till it was ex- 
torted from them, and never made the slightest 
effort even to call it up for consideration. It may 


be taken up at the next Session, awa feevle ang 
inoMieiont vo iv ics wuatdatteast have the good 


efiect of bearing the solemn testiinony of Con- 
gress against a practice congenial only to the 
anoral code of slavery. 

Ail the other classes uf these Petitions were, 
without being read or considered, laidon the table. 
Those relating directly to slavery or the slaves 
trade, by the sweeping resolutions of 18th Jan- 
uary and 21st December. All the rest by separate 
motions of the constituent voice, the only excep- 
tionhas been enjoyed by the ptitioners against 
the admission of ‘Texas, and they only by inadver- 
tence; as was affirmed by the Chairman of the 
committee on Foreign Affairs—or rather only 
because four State Legislatures of the South, had 
passed resolutions, earnestly urging the annexa- 
tion, on the express ground of fortitying the pecu- 

- liar institutions of the South, and strengthening 
the feeble knees of slavery. It was this interpo- 
sition of State Legistatures thirsting for ‘Texas, 
which burst open the doors of discussion upon the 
blessings of slavery, so Jong and so pertinaciously 
bolied and barred by northern labor and southern 
capital, against all freedom of debate in the Rep- 
resentative Hall of the American people. 

The Petitions, Memorials, Remonstrances and 
Resolutions of State Legislatures, concerning the 
annexation of Texas to the United States, were 
referred to the committee of Foreign Affairs ; a 
Committee with the exception of two members 
out of nine, which could not have been better 
svited for 'Texian purpose, if in their appointment 
the Tennessee speaker had taken the nomination 
of them from the Tenuessee President of Texas. 

At the heel of the session this committee, with- 
out ever looking into one of the resolutions, peti- 
tions memorials and remunstrances referred to 
them fon this transcendently important subject, 
turned them back upon the house, to lay them all 
again upon the table. 

This purpose was however disappointed. ‘The 
slaveholders of South Carolina, Tennessee and 
Alabama deserted the standard of the gag—the 
majority of the honse refused to take the previous 
question—refused to lay the whole subject on the 
table—-and when the session closed, the chairman 
and the slaveholding portion of the committee were 
as tenacious of the ireedom of debate, and as anx- 
ious for their right of reply as the truest believer 
in. the self-evident truths of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

Texas will therefore again be the order of the 
day at the ensuing session of Congress—and it is 
important that the petitions against the annexation 
ofthat Republic to this Union, who have honored 
me with the charge of their petitions, should be 
informed whether they were received and present- 
ed, and what is their present condition. 

[ purpose then, to send you for publication in 
your next paper, alist of all the petitions, memo- 
rials and remonstrances, against the annexation of 
Texas presented by me, at the first session of the 
present congress, withthe names of the first 
sigaer, and the number of the signers o1 each pe- 
titton, and of the State from which they respective- 
ly:came—to be followed by a similar list of the 
petitions to the same effect presented by me at the 

winter session. 

"These petitions, etc., form but a small portion 
of these which I have at the same time presented, 
touching the abolition of slavery and the prohivi- 
tien of the traffic in slaves. ‘I'he utter impossibil- 
ity of answering all orevena large portion of the 
letters which I have received with these petitions 
or of subsequent inquiry concerning them, will 
I hope be my apology to the petitioners and to the 
writers of the letters, for referring them to the 
journals of the house of representatives, upon 
which I have insisted that the names of the first 
signers and the number of signars to each petition, 
with the name of the place and state whence it 
came, should be entered, for the fact of the presen- 
tation and the disposal of ‘each petition by the 
house. 


I offered a resolution to the house requiring of 


the Clerk, to cause to be made out a complete list 


ofvall the petitions, thus treated ‘at the last three 
sessions of congress—but the combination of 


northern labor and southern capital to suppose to 
the world the extent of their success, and the 
blushing honors of their triumph, refused to 
entertain the motion. Nor can 1 find it in my 
heart to blame the tacit confession implied by this 
refusal, that this catalogue of petitioners spurned 
from the doors of a North American Congress, 
would have exhibited to the amazement of man- 
kind and to the contempt of after ages, the most 
melanchol'y document that ever issued from the 
successors of that bandof patriots; who but three 
score and two years since, promulgated from the 
State House in Philadelphia, the Dectaration 
or INDEPNDENCE.
